GERMAN FLEET SURRENDERED TO ALLIES TODAY 


Americans Now on Soil of 
Four Countries; Belgians 
Advance Fifty Miles 


LO N D O N , Nov. 21.— The Belgians, 
rapidly carrying out the re-occupation 
of their country, have advanced m ore 
than fifty miles from the lines held 
by them when 
the 
armistice 
was 
Signed. 


They havo entered Turnthout, tw en­ 
ty-four 
m iles northeast, 
and 
Heren- 
thals, eighteen mile* east of Antw erp. 
Both the Am ericans and the B ritish 
have advanced 
about 
thirty 
m iles 
while the French have penetrated fo r 
fifty mile3 into German territory, oc­ 
cupying Saarbrucken.

We reached Fontoy and Vit­ 
ry, in Lorraine, the latter town being 
only ten miles north of Metz. Further

are now only a few miles from the 
city of Luxemburg. 
The capital is 
gaily decorated with flags; the people 
expectantly awaiting the entry of the 
Americans. 
The mayor of Luxemburg 
crossed 
the lines in an automobile and paid 
his respects to General Pershing at 
Longuyon, which is 
now 
his 
head­ 
quarters. 
Michigan 
and

troops, 
which led the way into Luxemburg, 
received an ovation along every foot 
of their march. They entered fifteen

The Germans sent some staff offi­ 
cers to army headquarters to arrange 
for handing over

Thad Forney, Wounded, Ar­ 
rived at Home'of His 
Parents Today 


Thad Forney, one of the Marine 
heroes who 
gave 
the 
German# 
th eir first set-back in th eir pro­ 
gress to Paris, today is 
at 
the 
home of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
T. M. Forney, at Bolsa. 
He was 
wounded and was invalided home. 
His father is the proprietor of the 
store at Bolsa. 
His brother died 
at Bolsa a few days ago and was 
given a m ilitary funeral here last 
week, having died as the result 
of influenza contracted w hile in 
training at Throop. 
Forney is the first American wound­ 
ed in France to come into the county. 
He enlisted in the M arines at Kan­ 
sas City, Mo., in June of last year, be­ 
coming identified with the Sixth Reg­ 
im ent of Marines. 
He went overseas 
last January. 
He was 
gassed 
and 
wounded on ‘June 13 in the Chateau- 
Thierry drive, after being in battle for 
fourteen days. 
He sustained his injuries while ren­ 
dering assistance to a com rade who 
had been fatally wounded', by a Hun 
bullet. 
The m arines were going fast 
and all were wearing gas masks at 
the time. 
. 
W hen Forney saw his com rade by 
his side fall he stopped to give first 
aid. 
In his anxiety to give quick aid 
he took his mask off for a minute 
and inhaled the poison. 
His comrade 
died 
eighteen 
hours 
after 
being 
wounded. 
W hile he was thus engag­ 
ed in rendering aid, he was struck in 
the left leg by a bullet and had to be 
taken to a dressing station. 
In addition to inhaling the gas he 
was severely burned and was in the 
hospital from June 13 until September 
lit, when he was invalided home. 
He 
arrived in the United States Septem­ 
ber 27 and since has been in a hos- 
pi; a1 on this side. 
Ile expects to remain here about 
thirty days, when he will report to 
the Mare Island hospital. 
F o rn ey was in several raids prior 
to tho Chateau-Thierry 
action. 
His 
parents have moved to Bolsa since 
his enlistment and he therefore is not 
listed as an Orange county boy.
